CURE FOR CHICKEN CHOLERA.—A corres- 
pondent, writing tothe lowa Department 
of Agriculture, says: 

“My chickens have been dying ofcholera 
for the last two years—even turkeys died 
of the same disease. When the hens begin 
to droop and look sleepy, give them three 
or four tablespoonfuls of strong alum water 
and repeat the next day. Also mix their 
feed (say Indian meal) with strong alum 
water, feeding twice a day for two or three 
days—afterward once a week.” 

Another gentleman, Writing to the same 
department, says: 

“Take two eggs, one tablespoonful of 
finely pulveriized alum, and a suflicient 
quantity of flour to make thin paste, and 
furce the chicken or turkey to swallow a 
portion of the mixture, and there are two 
chances to one that it will recover. I have 
also used alum once a day in their food as 
a preventative, when this disease is preva- 
lent. Fowls should never have access to 
swill tubs orany otherkind of sour food.”

Hon. John Bell. 


The Hon. John Bell, of Tennessee. died 
at the advaneed age of 73,0n Friday last, 
at Cumberland Iron Works. 

Ile was born near Nashville, 1797; was 
the son of a farmer, and received a good 
education. Ie was admitted to’the bar at 
19 years old, and was elected to .the State 
Senate at 20. He was out of politics for 
Syears. In 1827, after a hot canvass, he 
beat Felix Grundy, the most popular man 
in the State, for Congress, by 1,000 majori- 
ty. He was a Calhoun admirer, and an 
anti-protectionist, but soon after became a 
life-time advocate of protection. He was 
for ten years Chairman of the Indian Com- 
mittee. He was against tnternhal Improve- 
ments, though for the Pacific Railroad, and 
for improving great rivers and harbors. In 
1934, he was elected Speaker of the House 
of Representatives. In 1835, he split from 
Andrew Jackson, and carried Tennessee 
against Jackson’s candidate for the Presi- 
dency. In 1836, he voted for receiving the

The Democratic Committee. 


This important body meets to-day. Its 
deliberations should be cautious, studied, 
unimpassioned, and searching. Its author- 
ity has been questioned. We do not doubt 
its authority, but we think its groove Is 
settled. 

It may “call Conventions of the Demo- 
cratic party, whenever the same may be 
necessary, and to take such other steps as 
as may be proper fo carry out the principles 
and policy of the party.” 

This charter of power was written when 
the principles and policy laid down by the 
New York Convention that nominated 
Seymour and Blair. were the Demoeratic 
platform. If any great departure from 
that platform is contemplated, we opine 
that the Committee would hardly have au- 
thority to lay down a policy. 

They themselves would prefer the peo- 
ple in primary convention Co act. 

We apprehend however, nothing of the 
kind. 

We trust that it may not scem captious 
to allude again to Judge Whitaker's posi- 
tion. We again say that we are not discus- 
sing him personally. As a journalist and 
a member of the Executive Committec it 
is our duty to discuss him when his jour- 
nalastic course is unfaithful to the party of 
which we are an humble member; and 
when it will do that party harm. 

If Judge Whitaker chooses to approve 
Radicalism and call himself a true Demo- 
crat. it is his privilege to do it,and any other 
inconsistent thing. But when he in ad- 
dition seeks to take part in the party coun- 
sels, ani hold on to an office to which he 
was appointed when he held different 
views. and to which he would not have 
been appointed if he had professed his 
present political status, we do claim, with 
all personal courtesy to him, that his stay - 
ing in the Committee is alike unjust to the 
party, to the committee, and to himself; 
and this the more when itis the wish of 
the party for him toleave. A number of 
the leading journals of the State have con- 
demned his course, and stated a conviction 
that he was no longer a true representative 
Democrat. 

He must know that his presence will em- 
barrass the Committee, and attach a cer- 
tain political discredit to their action. 
They would feel a personal delicacy in re- 
fusing him admission. At the same time 
they feel that he ought not to be there at 
its session. 

Judge Whitaker, whose political change 
has caused this state of things, owes it to 
himself and to them, to give them a chance 
of accepting his resignation as a member 
of the committee. If he is a Democrat, he 
owes it to his party not to embarrass and 
hurt it. If he is not a Democrat, he has no 
business there. And under all facts, cour- 
tesy tothe rest of the Committee, and his 
own respect require his voluntary retire- 
ment. 

We reluctantly allude to the idea of cx- 
pulsion. But we understand he questions 
the Committee’s right to expel him. We 
have simply to point him to the precedent 
he himself helped-make. In 1860, Colonel 
Gaskill was expelled from the Chairman- 
ship of the Breckenridge Democratic Ex- 
ecutive Committee, for seconding a motiun 
made by Ben Hill, to unite the Bell, Doug- 
las, and Breckinridge tickets to defeat Lin- 
coln. Judge Whitaker, was put in Colonel 
Gaskill’s place. And they would not even 
let Gaskill resign, though he wished to do 
so, but put upon him the indignity of an 
expulsion for an act ten thousand times 
less unfaithful to his party than Judge 
Whitaker’s support of Governor Bullock 

and his advanced Radicalism, so abhorent 
to the Democracy. 

We have written, with a frankness due 
the subject. We represent the views of a 
large number of Democrats. 

He who joins our enemy, by that act is 
against us, and by that act, for which he 
also is responsible, puts himself out of our 
party as atrusted and desired counselor, 

Judge Whitaker owes it to all concerned 
to retire from an affiliation where he is un- 
welcome. If he still persists in claiming 
his membership in the Committee, while 
he is in full fellowship with Gov. Bullock, 
he incurs the imputation of staying there 
for no good to the Democracy, and it be- 
hooves the Democracy to look to its interest

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Should ‘the Expelled Negroes be 
Kestored to their Seats in the 
Legislature? 


Rurely has a question of greater interest been 
presented to a deliberative body, than the ene 
which heads this communication. 

It has been presented to the Supreme Court. 
That Court has decided that the negro is eligible 
to office under the Constitution and Cede of 
Georgia. 

The opinion of leading politicians and jurists 
in Georgia, has been asked, as to whether the de- 
cision of the Supreme Court of Georgia determin- 
ed finally the action ef the Legislature of Georgia 
in regard to the premises, viz: The restoration of 
the expelled negro members ofthe Legislature. 

The opinion Was unanimous, of course, in as- 
serting that cach branch of the Legislature had 
the right to determine the qualifications of its own 
members. This abstract opinion, (which was but 
a truism,) was accompanied, in a large are pede 
of instances, by the expression of a conviction 
that “‘qgwoad hoc,’’ that is, as to the restoration of 
the expelled negro members. The decision of the 
Supreme Court of Georgia was not pertinent or 
binding, A minority of ‘egal men, whose opinion 
had been asked, while agreeing of course, to the 
abstract position that cach House of the General 
Assembly had the right to determine the 
qualifications of its own members, argued that 
there was a waver of that rightin this particular, 
by this resolution passed by the Legislature, to 
refer the whole subject of negro eligibility to 
ofiice to the Supreme Court of the State. 

Thus the matter now stands. The Legislature 
will soonassemble. Itis important that its mem- 
bers should know the will of their constituents. 
The subject should be fully discussed. The argu- 
ment is almost purely historical. <A simple state- 
ment of facts is often more valuable to the sincere 
enquirer after truth and duty than labored pro- 
cesses of reasoning. Let us took at the facts as 
connected with this very important question — 
The facts, as stated by the writer, are not ques- 
tionable but from official sources. 

During the month of December, Mr. Butler in- 
troduced a bill into the House of Representatives, 
“to setgside the State Government ol Georgia, 
and to entorce the 14th Amendment to the Con- 
stitution.”’ This bill is ILouse bill No. 259. It 
was read once, and referred to the Committee on 
Reconstruction. Mr. Butler urged at that time, 
With many !teading Republicans, that “Georgia 
had violated her obligations, and failed to carry 
out in good faith the reconstruction acts of Con- 
gress, inasmuch as the Legislature of the State 
had organized with the negroes in their scats 
elected Scnators and many other oflicers, transact- 
ed much of the necessary business ofthe State, 
and then, upon grounds purely of race and color, 
ejected them from their rightfnl places ”’ 

Owing to the great pressure of business, this 
bill failed to obtain a second reading, and expired 
with the unfinished business of the 40th Congress 

Senators Hill and Miller had appeared at the bar 
ofthe Senate, in December, and presented their 
credentials These eredentials were referred to a 
select committee. ‘This Committee reported to 
the Senate adversely to the claiws of Messrs. Hill 
and Miller. ‘This Committee setting forth in its 
report, that “‘*the State of Georgia had failed to 
comply With the reconstruction acts of Congress. 
and, therefore, had no right to representation in 
the Senate of the United -tates,’’ The expulsion 
of the negroes being the sole cause alleged for 
the non admission of the Senators from Georgia 

Immediately atter this action of theSenate, Mr. 

sjoutwell, of Mass, then Chairman of the Recon- 
struction Committee of the House, drafted the 
following resolution: 

** Resolved, That the State of Georgia not hav- 
ing complied with the reconstruction acts of Con 
gress, has no right to representation on the floor 
of this House.’’ 

If this resolution had passed, it would have in 
stantly expelled every Representative trom Geor-

Mr. Boutwe!'l had calleda meeting of the Recon- 
struction Committee to act on this reso'ution <A 
mxjority otthe members of that Committee ha 
agreed informally to vote for it. There was a 
fortunate delay in the formal mecting of the Com- 
mittee. 

In the meanwhile, the Georgis Lecislatare bad 
under consideration a resolution reterring the 
question of negro eligibility to office in the state 
of Georgia, t+ the Supreme Court of that State, 
thus signifying its willingness to abide by the de- 
cision of that Court in the premises, viz the 
ques:ion of negro eligibility to office generally, 
und particularly to seats in the Legislature 

It was understood by plain men at home, that 
the Legislature, doubtful of its action in regard 
to its negro members, referred the matter to the 
Courts It was so undersrood at the North. It 
wesso meantto be understood. Our friends, 
North and South, gained to us important conces.- 
sions and Saved us from terrible confusion by thi- 
obvious interpretation. 

When- Mr. Boutwell was asked by “en. Young, 
our Representative, in what particular Georgia 
had failed to comp'y with the Reeonstruction 
acts, he answered: “In but one instance —the act 
of the Legislature expelling the colored mem hers 


the Reconstruction arts, but of the Constitution 
and laws of Georgia.’ 

When informed that the Legislature of Georgia 
had under consideration the resolutions referring 
the questions to the Courts, he said: “le was 
glad of it, and that if the colored members were 
re-instated, it would Settle the question finally.” 

lic was thn informed that General Grant was 
opposed to Congress interfering with the State of 
@eorgia. He replied that, “ile would like to 
know General Grant’s views on the subject, but 
that in the meanwhile he would press his resolu- 
tion to expel the Georgia members.”’ 

General Young immediately called on General 
Grant, at his oflice, informed General Grant ot! 
LBoutwell’s resolutions, and the probab'e action 
of the Llouse upon it, and asked him ia the name 
of the people of Georgia to use his influence with 
Boutwell and others to cause the resolutions to 
be withdrawn, or at least, to get the matter post- 
poned until the action of Georgia in regard to the 
expelled negroes was uscertained, 

General Grant, as soon as possible, saw Bout 
well and caused him to postpone the matter, stut- 
ing that the Legislature cither had referred oy 
would refer the question of negro Cligibility to 
her courts, and that the State would abide by the 
decision of the courts. 

Whether we be friend or foe of the present aa- 
ministration, it is beyond doubt that Genera} 
Grant prevented the summary expulsion of the 
Georgia Representatives. 

Pending these negotiations, a letter was re- 
ceived by Representatives Youngand Tift from a 
committee ot the Georgia Legislature, asking ad- 
vice as to the proper course to be pursued by that 
body in regard to this important subject. A cau- 
cus of the Democratic members of the House was 
called, the whole subject was fully discussed, and 
the result was a resolution introduced by’ Mr 
Kerr, of Indiana: ‘ 

Resolved, That itis the opinion of this caucus 
that under the circumstances, the Georgia Legis- 
lature shouid refer the question of negro eligi- 
bility in that State to the Supreme Court of Geor- 


gia. . 
This resolution was passed by the Democratic

The new (4lst) Congress was organized on the 
4th of March, and Mr, Butler, of Massachusetts 
was appointed chairman of the Reconstruction 
Committee in the House of Representatives. Ina 
fuw days he introduced a bill “‘to regulate mat- 
ters in Georgia.’’ This bill was the same in sub- 
stance, with the one introduced by him in Decem- 
ber, This bill was read once and referred to the 
Reconstruction Committee, of which he was chair- 
man. The bill was discussed and agreed to by 
the committee, ard Mr. B. was directed to report 
ittothe Hou-e, with a recommendation that it 
pass. This was done about the Ist of April. 

A SS delegation from Georgia was then 
in Washington urging the passage of Butler’s 
bill, on the ground * that the Georgia Legislature 
passed the resolution referring the matter of ne- 

ro eligibility tothe Courts as a blind; that it was 
done in bad faith, and that the State would not 
abide by the decision of the Courts, should they 
decide in favor of the negro.”’ 

At the same time there was another delegation 
in Washington, from Georgia, urging moderate 
Re awrpnese to eprite rt he he bill, &s the State 
and Legislature would certainly abide by the law 
as it should be adjudicated by the Courts 

Messrs Bingham, Farnsworth, Schenck, and 
Garfield, (Republican), opposed the bill and se- 
cured its defeat, on the grounds that “the Legis- 
lature of Georgia had referred the matter to the 
Courts, and that the pooptert Georgia, if let alone, 
would abide by the decision of the Courts.” 

Such is a plain historical sketch of this vexed 
question. It renders it evident that the resolution 
of the Georgia Legislature was a waver of its 
right in this instance to decide upon the qualifi- 
cation of its members, leaving the decision to the 
Courts. Otherwise its resolution was simply silly. 
The right of the Courts to decide the general 
constitutional question of negro eligibility, no 
one doubted. The case had been made ond the 
decision would have been had, without one word, 
for or against, from the Le islature. That body, 
by its resolution. and ofitsown motion, placed 
itself in the hands of the Courts to decide this 
question for it. It was so understood by Gen. 
Grant, when he urged QBoutwell’s § de- 
2 & It was s0 understood by Boutwell 
when he withdrew his resolution, it was so 
understood by Democratic members when a full 
caucus advised its passage, and it was so under- 
stood by the moderate Republicans who defeated 
Butier’s bill, and it may be added, it was so un- 
derstood (at the time of its passage) by the people 
of Georgia. 

We were saved from the instant expulsion of 

our Representatives, « { the promise of this reso- 
lution. we were saved from the ignominy and 
hardships which would have followed the passage 
of Butler’s bill by its adoption. 
The question now with the Legislature is simp- 
ly one of good or bad faith, of honest dealing or 
trickery. If that body keeps its faith, it will un- 
dergo a great humiliation, it will submit itself, 
fortime, toah unmitigatcd and most offensive 
nuisance, but it will have pope ten its honor. If 
it breaks its faith, it will paralyzeour friends, 
give edge and power to the weapons of our ene- 
mies, and cover us with dishonor. There is no 
alternative. The expelled blacks must be re- 
stored to their seats in the Lagiatare. ** Nove- 
lesso oblige.’ ‘To falter in of duty because it 
is nauseous, painful or humiliating, is to sully 
the proud name of GEORGIAN.

Metallotherapia.

ig, ostrte practice in Paris—extraordina- 
ry tment of disease. The most as- 
tounding new thing in medicine is the 
practice of Metallotherapia, or cure of dis+ 
ease by metals, as practiced by Dr. Burd, 
of Paris. The men who have seen it tried 
at the hospitals still refuse to believe, be- 
cause they do not see the trace between 
cause and effect. Thus far the most strik- 
ing results in its use have been obtained in 
cases Of chlorosis, hysterical paralysis and 
the cachexias generally. To ascertain what 
metal is adapted to the case—and this is 
the astounding part of the new doctrine— 
plates of two or three inches in diameter of 
gold, semeer zine, steel and silver 
are placed successively on the skin of the 
patient, and whichever one of those plates, 
ina given time—say in two hours—pro- 
duces the greatest smarting and redness is 
chosen as the remedy fittest to cure the 
disease. The metal thus indicates by its 
external effect whether it will be useful or 
not internally. Where there is answsthesia 
of the surface, as is common in hysterical 
paralysis, circulation, redness and sensa- 
tion are produced rapidly by the right 
metal—the most frequently by gold—and 
this metal, given internally cures in one- 
fourth of the time required by the old 
method of iron anti-spasmodics, hydropa- 
thy and the like. M. Mialke, of Paris, is 
making for this purpose a pill of the brom- 
ide of gold, which has been, thus far, 
most successfully used. The new theory is 
being experimented on a large scale and is 
worth the while.

Mr. Fessenden was bornin Boscawen, New

In July, 1864, he wasappointed by Presi- 
dent Lincoln Secretary of the Treasury, in 
the place of S. P. Chase, resigned, and soon 
afterward received from Harvard Univer- 
sity the degree of LL D. During the same 
year he resigned his seat in the Cabinet, 
and was re-elected in 1865 to the United 
States Senate, to succeed Nathan A. Far- 
well, who had been appointed to the va- 
eancy. His termcf service would have ex- 
pired March 3, 1871.
